OME 25 years ago I had a desk in the office of The Boston Traveller. 
One day I met a quiet, round-faced chap, just out of H arvard. 
He 
was writing a joke column upon the editorial page of the same newspaper. 
He was earning $25 00 a week—no: he was earning more, but th a t was 
the amount paid to him. 
We became friends at once and confided our dreams. 
We lunched 
each day at the “A rm -Chair” Club, which was once the palatial home 
of Daniel W ebster, located on Sum m er Street. 
After a year I returned 
to Chicago and then to New York. 
Biggers, meanwhile, also had given 
up his princely salary and had rented a room in a boarding house in New' 
York, where he was trying his hand at a play. 
That particular one never 
saw daylight. 
But a few years later he came into my office w ith a m anu­ 
script whicTT he said he was going to send to a publisher. L ater it came 
out and I purchased a copy—for w hich he was truly grateful. 
It was 
called “Seven Keys to Baldpate.” 
T he book only had a sm all sale, but 
after George M. Cohan had dram atized It. it made an instantaneous hit 
—and Biggers was famous! 
The years rolled on, and my friend wrote many fine short stories for 
various m agazines—one of the best, his short story “Milly,” w hich drew 
a congratulatory telegram from R ichard H arding Davis. Then m any fail­ 
ures came along—and losses. Biggers sold his home near New York and 
moved out W est. 
While in Hawaii he discovered “Charlie C han” and sent 
him into millions of hands to delight and entertain them as have few- 
detective stories of this generation. 
A few m onths ago my friend died, and in many lands was m ourned 
the passing of a real genius at detective story writing—and one of the 
truest and staunchest of friends—a friend whom fame and success never 
spoiled! 
Perhaps the distinguishing trait of this friend was his m odesty and 
his quiet, considerate manner. 
He never sought the “lim elight.” 
He 
owned a royal smile and was forever a boy at heart, though with the 
convictions of a brave man.
